CHICAGO, July 15.— Tho fire is 


stayed in its ravages. The fire broko 
out at 5 o'clock yesterday evening, in 
an oil mill near tho corner of Cltuk 
and 12th street, and has extended from 
12th to Jackson and in width extend 
from LaSalle to Lake Front. 


The principal damage done has been 


along- Wabash and Michigan avenues, 
and Dearborn and Clark streets..
